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INTRODUCTION 


Research and program evaluation activities are conducted in a variety of settings, both within the Ministry 
and in various social service agencies. Clients of social service programs benefit most when such studies are 
known and the results disseminated as extensively as possible. The purpose of this inventory is to facilitate 
this process, by providing a brief overview of research and program evaluation studies which were in progress 


throughout the province during the 1986/87 fiscal year. 


Many of these studies have potential applications beyond the organization responsible for the study, and 
knowledge of the nature, scope and results of studies conducted elsewhere can help an organization to 
improve its own studies. The inventory should also help to enhance the sense of community among social 


service researchers working in diverse Ontario settings. 


To compile the inventory, information was solicited on all studies directly funded or conducted by the 
Ministry of Community and Social Services, as well as those conducted by a variety of social service agencies, 


the social service departments of large municipalities and Ontario-wide associations. 


A questionnaire requesting brief descriptions of all research and program evaluation studies was sent to 740 
addresses, from which 662 acknowledgement forms were received, informing us whether they had studies to 
report. Eighty-six organizations or units of the Ministry reported a total of 239 studies which met the criteria 
for inclusion, which were: 
o the study was in progress at some point during the 1986/87 fiscal year (April 1, 1986 to March 31, 1987); 
° a final report was produced or expected; and 


° the study dealt with research or program evaluation. 


Not included were: 
° operational reviews or audits, 
° annual reports or studies of a non-evaluative nature of ongoing programs of entire agencies, 
° policy papers, 
o demonstration and pilot projects, except where there was a formal evaluation component (only the 


evaluation component was to be reported).

o “Developmentally Handicapped Children” refers to studies which deal exclusively with children, 
many studies also relevant to this group will be found under “Developmentally and Physically 
Handicapped’, in which the studies are concerned with individuals of all ages. 

© “Income Maintenance” refers to studies concerned primarily with people in need of financial support. 

o “Families in Need of Support” refers to studies concerned with families in need of counselling and other 


non-financial support.

The inventory is arranged in such a way that studies which have the same primary target group appear 


together in a section. Each section begins with its own alphabetical index. More detailed indices may be 


found at the end of the inventory: 


° Index A, “Organization Responsible/Program Relevance” lists the studies according to the type of 
organization which was responsible for the study (MCSS, a children’s mental health centre, a children’s 
aid society, etc.), and further subdivides them into types of programming activity to which the study 
may be relevant (prevention, rehabilitation, day programming, etc.), as specified by the respondent. 
Any particular study may be found in up to three “program relevance” sections. 

o Index B, “Target Group/Program Relevance”, lists the studies according to primary target group and 
again subdivides them by program relevance. 

° Index C is an alphabetical listing of all the studies in the inventory. 


o Index D is an alphabetical listing of the principal investigators. 


A brief glossary appears after this introduction, defining the research and program evaluation components 


used to characterize each of the studies. 


Many of the studies reported in the inventory are the product of complex collaborations among Ministry staff, 
agency staff, associations, private consultants, university faculty, or others. The Ministry is shown as the 
organization responsible for all studies which were conducted or directly funded on a project basis by the 
Ministry. For all other studies, the agency or group which conducted or funded the study is listed as the 
organization responsible. Many of the respondents provided information about project costs. It should be 


noted that in most cases these are only estimates. 


The inventory is being distributed free of charge to all respondents who requested a copy. Extra copies are 


available at the Ontario Government Bookstore for $2.50. 


We wish to express our thanks to all those whose contributions made the inventory possible. Since the 
inventory is produced annually, we appreciate feedback from the users of this report.
